THE DANGERS OF PROBELYTISIN». 


‘An ‘artiole ‘which appearad a few days ag 
in one of oar Cairo’ con*emporaries on the work 
of the American missionaries in Egypt, whit 


achieved by them, pointed ‘out the undesira. 
ity of their oarrying on a system of prosely- 


tising in addition. According to out contem- 
porary, something approaching a riot ocourred 
a fewnights ago, cvused by their, attempts to 
convert. to Christianity some of.those well 
content with their own religion. This sort 
of thing wants nipping in the’bad, otherwise 
we may hear before long of bloodshed ‘in con- 
nection/ with missionary work, and stringent 
regulations being needed in the future to 
prevent its recurrence. It is dangerous to go 
too far in arousing religions bitterness. of 
feeling, and ifthe American societies intend 
to be aggressivéin their action, a strong 
check will have to be placed upon their, pro- 
ceedings, This question of* mixing ap philan- . 
thropy with religion is, after all, if properly 
dealt with, ‘a very simple one, and if the 
policy -parsued in the pages of their journal 
by the society which issues the little publi- 
cation entitled “Orient and Oocident” were 
more generally adopted, nothing but good 
could come of missionary efforts. Unfortu- 
nately this is the exception rather than the 
role, bat itis an excellent example ‘to set. 
_ Christian missionary work ina Mohamedan 
country wants véry c4refal handling, and its 
general non-success enong Moslems has been . 
the cause of tho persistent efforte of ‘the 
Americans to “convert” the Eastern Christians 
- the Copts—to Western Evangelical ideas,.on ~ 
which “A Native of Upper Egypt” commented 
in our’ columns a short time ago. And this 
non-success is general. Major-General Tulloch 
emphasised it in his letters to the “Times” a. 
few months ago, and little farther evidence is © 
required than ‘the parsgraph in the C.M:8. 
Cairo report for 1904 which says :— ; 
Tangible‘spiritaal results are few indeed, 
and were these our only guarantee of suoc- 
ceas, and were itnot for the Fnowledge that 
results sre in higher hands, it would be 
truly herd, having put: one’s hand to the 
ploagb, not to look back. <= 
This confession. of. failure in proselytising, 
agrees remarkably well with the statement 
made by a medical missionary working among 
the mountains of North India :— 
I have been at work now-for 15° ‘years. I: 
do. not believe I have made one sincsre 
convert, bat I have operatad for stone on © 
over 1,000 natives. 

‘It is only occasionally that we got ‘reliable 
and unimpeachable evidence at first hand, but 
when it comes it only confirms what “has long 
been felt to be'the truth.in these matters. 

It is stated that the English,‘ French, and 
German Evangelical missionary sccieties who 
rend missionaries to Egypt have instructed 
them to make it a point of honor not to: 
attempt to change the religious convictions of “. 
those of other faiths. This is a8 it-should be, 
although somewhat difficult to reconcile with 
the means used to obtain support from “the © 
kind-hearted old ladies at home who sc liber- 
ally subscribe to the conversion of the poor 
banighted heathen who bow down to stocks and 
stone” (to uce Ger sral Tulloch’s words). But 


| we must be carefal how we tread on such deli- 


cate ground, seeing that the ire of certain 
missionaries in-Egypt was aroused by a remark 
made by one of our contributors on the qnes- 
tion a few months ago. 

Judging by the proceedings of the Americ in 
missionaries, proselytising may be part of their 
programme, and honestly avowed by the 
societies which eend them ont.to Egypt, and it 
may be the case that, having by the excellent 
social and medical work they have ¢ .rried.on 
with so.much euccess: established themselves, 
in.the good'opinion of the philanthropic, they 
consider that they’ may enter on & crasade on 
behalf of Christianity, and make another etfurt 
to get converts among the Moslems. We would 
call to mind the long straggle that . took place 
in England before’ General Booth: overcame 
the prejadice that attached to the work of the 
Salvation Army. among the-masees, solely in 
consequence of the objection felt to his religions 
methods, And this, it ‘must be ramemberod, 
waa in Protestant England, where Evangelical 
belief is so strong. Here where Protestants 
are 80 few, and Mohamodans so many, sggres- 
aive proselytising is dangerous in the extreme, 
and we.trast that any attempt in ‘that direc- 
tion will be not only discourtevanced: by all” 
societies, but sternly repressed. by the anthor- 
ities responsible for the pablio peace.

KHEDIVIAL DECREE. 


The following is a tranalation of tha Khe- 
divial Decree constituting the new Railway 
Board :— 

We, Khedive of Egypt ; 

Upon the proposition of our Minister of 
Pablic Works, and with the approbation’ of 
our Council of Ministers, 

Decree : 

1. Subject to the provisions of.this law the 
State Railways and Telegraphs shall continue 
to bo attachel to the Ministry of Pablic 
Works. 

They +hall be placed executively under a 
General Manager. . 

A Railway Board shall be eréatéd, which shall 
be responrible, in accordance with the provi- 
sions of this law, bat snbject always to any 
general or special directions to be given from 
time to time by the Council of Ministers, for 
the general oversight and control of the 
management and working of the State Rail- 
ways and ‘T'slegraphs. 

2. The President of the Council of Ministers : 
shall be ex-officio President of the Railway | 
Board, and the Finanoiel Adviser and the 
Adviser to the Ministry of Pablio Works shall 
be ex officio members thereof. 

The Council of Ministers shall from time to 
time appoint one or more additional members 
of ths Board ; it may also appoint from time 
to time one or moré extraordinary members of 
the Board, who shall be entitled to sit thereon 
bot shall not be entitled to vote. Provided 
that no ordinary additional member or extra- 
ordinaty member of the Board shall be appoint. |

THE “FINAL WAR” 


‘ ’ Berlin, Nov. 10. 
"“Seestern, 1906,” is the title of a remark- 
able book published anonymously to-day, 
which deals with the possibility of a war 
between Groat Britain and Germany, and 
seems to be intended as s warning to all 
whom it may concern of the terrible and far- 
reaching effects of such a conflict. ‘The 
authors, for the book would appear to be the 
work of several hands, have the interests of 
the Navy League at heart, for throughout the 
book emphasis is laid on the necessity of 
having a stronger Fleet, and the impotence of 
’ the present German Navy against the Naval 
forces of Great Britain, while various other 
defects, such as the lack of submarines, are 
also severely criticised. 
The idea of the book is that. the United 
States, recognising that in the event of an 
‘Anglo German conflict British Naval supre- 
macy. would, more or less, counter-balance 
Germany's military predominance, and that 
such a stroggle would leave the United States 
the tertius gaudens, deliberately sow the seeds 
of discord by distribating arms to the natives 
of Samos. An American missionary, whose 
preaching incites the natives, is sufficient to 
light the train, and there ia a disturbance, in 
the course of which four American sailors are 
killed. Thereopon the commanders of an 
American man-of-war, and of two British war- 
ships in the Apia roadstead, inform the Ger- 
man Governor that they are going to Jand 
troops to protest their covsplates. The Go- 
, Vernor replies that the German Government is 
sufficiently capable of looking after foreigners 
on its own territory, and that he will not 
allow troops to be Janded. The: Englishmen 
. finally land, and there is a fight in which 
the German gonboat Miwe is sunk by the 
Bath wantin bat the arrival of tw> more 
' German vesséls puts.a different complexion 
on affairs, and. the result is that one of the 
British ships is sunk and the other run on a 
sandbank. 
NAVAL ENGAGEMENTS. 
War, of. course, follows. France joins Great 


Crete. The northern portion of Holland is 


amalgamated with Belgiam, while the rest of | 


the Netherlands is taken under German pro- 
tection as one of the Federal States. Luxem- 
barg becomes German. In compensation for 
the loss of Hangary Austria gets Macedonia. 
The fortifications of the Dardanelles and the 
Bosphorus are removed, and the Black Sea is 
closed to foreign ships, Russian warships being 
permitted to pass the Straits, Turkey takes 
Palestine, which is placed under Austrian 
protection. 

It is shown that Russia becomes the supreme 
military power of the world, and the United 
States the predominating naval power. All 
the world’s sea trade has fallen into American 
hands during the “Weltkrieg,” which was 
precisely what America intended. The book 
closes with a scene in the English Honse ot 
Commons, where the announcement is made 
that America demands the evacuation of all 
Britain’s West Indian colonies, which has to 
be agreed to, as the British Navy is not ins 
position to enforce Britain’s command of the 


80a. 

This book will probably create some sensa- 
tion in Germany, as it is infinitely superior in 
literary merit to Niewan’s “Welkrieg Deutsche 


Triiame,” which made such a stir when it was: 


published some time ago. “Seestern, 1906” is 
of particular interest, inasmoch as it shows 
clearly the ideas held in Germany as to Eng- 
land’s probable plan ot campaign in an Anglo- 
German war. The peace terms also probably 
represent certain German views of an eventual 
redistribution of power in Europe,
